ENTOMOLOGICAL NEWS AROUND AUSTRALIA 


VICTORIA: 


Plant Research Institute 


Peter Walker has recently resigned from his position and 
will be studying for a post-graduate diploma in social work 
at the University of Melbourne. He had been investigating 
the biology and ecology of the garden weevil, Phlyctinus 
callosus Boheman. Peter will be missed by all at the Institute. 


Gordon Berg has been kept busy following the discovery of 
the pea aphid, Acyrthosiphon pisum (Harris) on lucerne at 
Tatura. Subsequently the aphid has been found at a number of 
localities in Victoria. 


QUEENSLAND: 
Universi of Queensland, Department of Entomolo 


Allan Hook, a second-year Ph.D. student at Colorado 
State University, joined Professor and Mrs. Howard Evans for . 
six months, and together they did a lot of field work in 
central and inland Queensland and northern New South Wales. 
Allan had intended furthering his comparative study of North 
American and Australian Cicada-killers of the genus Exeirus 
(Sphecidae) but because of their scarcity is now concentrating 
on Cerceris, another ground nesting Sphecid genus. 


Margaret Schneider and Greg Danials, despite the heat 
and dryness, had a successful collecting trip in December to 
central coastal and inland Queensland. In addition to a lot 
of good general collecting, the orthorraphous and acalyptrate 
Diptera collections at the University have grown considerably 
as a result of this trip. A number of new species were found 
and the known distribution of others extended.

Three higher degrees recently awarded by the University 
of Queensland were to Neil Heather (Ph.D. - "The biology of 
malathion resistance in Sitophilus oryzae"), Disutr Sucksoong 
(Ph.D. - "The toxicology of three juvenile hormone analogues 
and D.D.T. to Heliothis spp. and metabolism of D.D.T. and 
Hydroprene in these species") and Margaret Williams (M.Sc. - 
"A study of European red mite on apple trees in southern 
Tasmania"), 


Queensland Museum ~ 


The shadows of haziness and confusion concerning the 
publications, descriptions and type specimens of A.A. Girault 
appear to be lifting. A folio containing photostats of all 
Giraults' privately printed papers, introduction, biography 
and index (circa 400 pp), prepared by Gordon Gordh (Assistant 
Professor of Biology, Division of Biological Control, 
Riverside, California), A. Menke (USNM), Ted Dahms (QM) and 
Jack Hall (University of California), was published in late 
1979 as Vol. 28, Memoirs of the American Entomological 

Institute. 

Gordon Gordh and Ted Dahms, who are redescribing about 
180 of Girault's genera of Encyrtidae, spent a week at ANIC, 
Canberra. Gordon's 4 1/2 month visit was supported by the 
US-Australia Co-operative Science Programme and he hopes to 
return in August. The revision should appear in 1981.

He leaves soon for New Zealand, 
where he has accepted a lectureship in the Zoology Department, 
University of Auckland. 


Queensland Institute of Medical Research

During 
the trip, his technician, Ian Fanning came down with malaria, 
a legacy of a September visit to Papua-New Guinea on the 
project "Operation Drake".

Western Australian Museum 


Prof. R.M. Bohart of the University of California, 
Davis recently worked as an Honorary Research Associate at 
the Museum. While here he collected Sphecoid wasps for the 
revisionary work which he is performing on this group. Also 
visiting from California was Ms. Heidi Dobson who performed 
field work with Terry Houston from the W.A. Museum. Heidi's 
interest here was in insect pollinators of the Epacridaceae. 


Other taxonomists to visit the Museum recently were 
Mark Harvey from Monash University (pseudoscorpions), 
Tim New from LaTrobe University (Neuroptera), Dr. Alan Davis 
from Queen Elizabeth College, London (Odonata), Jenny Anderson 
from University of New South Wales (Coccinellidae), 
Murray Fletcher from the New South Wales Department of 
Agriculture (Fulgoridae), and Norman Tindale from America 
(Castniidae and Hepialidae). 


Terry Houston has recently undertaken general insect 
surveys in the Eastern Goldfields near Southern Cross, near 
Hyden and also in the Fitzgerald National Park. 


University of Western Australia 


Dr. Darryl Gwyne, at present of the University of 
New Mexico, has been offered a Queen Elizabeth 11 Fellowship. 
He will be working on the biology of tettigoniids with 
Wyn Bailey's group. 
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Western Australian Institute of Technology 


Tony Postle has recently joined the Biology Department. 
Tony will be working towards a Ph.D. on the role of the 
Jarrah forest soil and litter flora and fauna in the 
breakdown of leaf litter. This work is funded by the 
Dieback Research Foundation and will be slanted towards the 
possible contribution of soil flora and fauna in providing 


conditions favourable or suppressive to Phytophthora 
cinnamomi outbreaks. 


Department of Agriculture 


Leaf blister sawflies have recently become a pest of 
various Eucalyptus species following the introduction of 
this insect from eastern Australia. The New South Wales 
Forestry Commission have kindly agreed to look for 


biological control agents which can be assessed in Western 
Australia. 


Research is continuing here into the use of sterile male 
release for control of the Mediterranean fruit fly. Gamma- 
irradiated sterile fruit flies were released for the first 
time in a selected plantation at Carmarvon. This was a 
shake-down operation to test the ability of the released 
flies to survive in the hotter conditions at Carnarvon as 
compared to laboratory and field studies at South Perth. 
Mass rearing and transport of irradiated pupae from South 
Perth together with release and recovery techniques at 
Carnarvon were tested. Results from all aspects of the 
study were encouraging. 


Research on biological control of the green vegetable 
bug continues. Breeding of the parasite Trichopoda sp. has 
improved to the extent that oviposition has occurred on 
approximately 800 bugs. A shipment of parasites has now 
been sent to Kununurra for further trials. 
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Jim Cullen visited here at the end of last year to 
discuss projects concerned with the biological control of 
weeds. 


Esperance now has its own resident entomologist as 
Mike Grimm has recently been transferred there from South 
Perth. Mike will generally be concerned with pests in the 
area such as red legged earth mite, armyworms and aphids. 


C.S.1.R.O. Division of Entomology 


Dick Hughes of C.S.1I.R.O. Entomology, Canberra visited 
here in September last year. While here Dick travelled to 
Geraldton and Yalgoo with John Matthiessen looking at 
bushfly populations. 


Harry Fay, Kerri Huxham and Grant Flanagan stopped off 
in Perth in November on their way to take up appointments 
with the C.S.I.R.O. dung beetle group in Pretoria. They 
were able to see good activity by African dung beetles in 
the Geraldton area. 


Tom Bellas of C.S.1.R.O. Entomology, Canberra spent a 
day at C.S.I.R.O. and at the University of Western Australia 
last month. Tom was discussing natural product chemistry 
particularly with reference to insects. 


Other recent visitors to C.S.1.R.O. were Brian Springett 
wh> was returning to Massey University and Annetta Watson 
from Oak Ridge who was finalising work on Drosera/insect 
relationships.

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NEWS FROM AFFILIATED SOCIETIES 


Entomology Section, Royal Zoological Society of New South Wales 


The October meeting was held on 9th October in the 
Hallstrom Theatre, Australian Museum, Sydney. 


The chief speaker was Eugene Hodgens who spoke on Spiders 
with special reference to the Mygalomorphae. He outlined 
the phylogeny, habits and other characteristics of spiders 
in general. He then spoke in more detail on the genus Atrax 
and gave a summary of experimental work he had done and was 
continuing to do with A. robustus. 


Geoff Williams demonstrated and spoke upon a number of 
Coleoptera that mimicked other Coleoptera, Hymenoptera and 
Formicidae. Of special interest were some species of 
Buprestidae which modelled themselves on other groups of 
beetles. Cerambycidae also contained a number of mimetic 
species, often encountered in the field. Batesian and 
Mullerian mimicry were also dealt with briefly. 


Notes and Exhibits were also tendered by: Doug Drake, 
several species of Nymphalidae; Steve Nikitin, a specimen 
of Agehana (Papilio) maraho, a rare papilionid restricted 
to the Puli region, which is a densely jungle covered area 
of Formosa (Taiwan); Clarry Chadwick drew attention to a 
report on the extinction of the Large Blue Butterfly, 
Maculinea arion, in Britain. Early stage larvae fed on 
thyme and in later instars were taken into the nests of a 
red ant which fed them in return for body secretions. The 
rare ant was entirely dependent on a fine grass which grew 

- among coarse grasses and gorse. Rabbits, which ate the 
coarse grasses and gorse, thus allowing the fine grass to 
grow, were killed off by myxomatosis and the supply of fine 
grass was ultimately eliminated.

Foliage invertebrates in forests of south-eastern Australia 


I am studying the ecology of birds which feed by gleaning 
invertebrates from tree and shrub foliage (mainly thornbills 
and pardalotes). To understand competitive interactions, 
foraging behaviour and seasonal movements I require data 
on foliage invertebrates in the forests of south-eastern 
Australia. I am analysing some foliage samples but would 
appreciate any further information on invertebrate abundance, 
biomass and diversity: 


a) between differant plant species (particularly 
Eucalypts); 
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b) between seasons at the same locality; 
c) between different localities; 


d) at different foliage heights, tree heights, 
aspects, etc.; 


e) influence of flowering; 


f) the dispersion of orders on a local scale (whether 
individuals are clumped, randomly dispersed, etc., 
within and between trees).

CSIRO Division of Entomology 


The Division will undergo a standard CSIRO review in March, 
in anticipation of Dr. Doug Waterhouse's retirement as Chief in 
June 1981. These reviews are designed to give the Executive 
information about divisional programmes, in order to assist them 
in the selection and briefing of new chiefs, and to guide initial 
policy formulation. 


Ian Common relinquished the post of Chief Curator of the 
Australian National Insect Collection in early January. Bob 
Taylor has been appointed as Acting Chief Curator. 


Elwood Zimmerman has recently been honoured for his work on 
Pacific Island biology by the award of a D.Sc. degree from the 
University of London, UK. 


Recent visitors from overseas have included Professor H.V. 
van Emden of Reading University, UK, Dr. W.K. Gamble, Director 
General, International Institute of Tropical Agriculture, Ilbadan, 
Nigeria and Dr. Jose Drilon, Director General of the Philippines 
Council for Agricultural Resources Research. 
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Dr. Alfred F. Newton, Jr., and his wife, Margaret 
K. Thayer, from the Museum of Comparative Zoology, 
Harvard University, were based at the Division from early 
January to early March, collecting and studying Staphyl- 
inidae and Leiodidae in S.E. mainland Australia and Tasmania. 
They were joined in the Apple Isle for several cold January 
weeks' field work by John Lawrence and Tom Weir. 


David Rentz left in early February for a month's field 
work in south-eastern Australia, in company with Professor 
Michael Shite and Dr. Bill Atchley, who is visiting the 
Department of Population Biology, R.S.B.S., ANU, from the 
University of Wisconsin, working on grasshopper evolutionary 
biology.

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Gammacell 1000 eradiator at the Screw Worm Fly Unit is 
operational and that dose evaluation studies are in 


progress. 


Jan Greve is also back from leave. While in Europe 
he visited Philip Entwistle at the Unit of Invertebrate 
Virology in Oxford and also attended the meeting of the 
Association of Applied Biologists at University of Reading. 
He returned in November to meet with other D.P.I. entomol- 
ologists who gathered at L.A.E.S. Kerevat for discussions. 
His work with CO2 trials on container shipments of cocoa 
continues and he hopes to test this technique against 
snails in the near future. Jan also reports the Philip 
Thomas from the Ministry of Agriculture, Botswana, visited 
Konedobu in early November for talks on Salvinia and that 
Bob Prior has recently been to the Cameroon Republic to 
investigate a potential pollinator of oil palm for possible 
use in P.N.G. 


Paul Hudson of Malaria Control is hoping to look at 
the possibility of dengue virus isolation using mosquito 
inoculation techniques in addition to following his other 
interest - the cytogenetics of those mosquitoes which are 
vectors of disease in P.N.G.

Yael also tells us that Wayne 
Gagne was farewelled from Wau in December, when he returned 
to the Bishop Museum in Hawaii - although he is due back 
in Wau for a visit in the next few weeks.
